If Wilmington’s Board of Selectmen go through 
with their announced intention of conducting a public 
hearing on the gas license owned by Fred F. Cain, 
and if they revoke it, the people of Wilmington will 
probably be presented with what could 
interesting law suit since the fight ove: 

Mrs Dr France B Hiller, back about 191 

Even for the public hearing, this column feels, 
there will not be enough room in the Town Hall, 
The Selectmen might well have to move the hearing 
to the High School cafeteria, or some such place, 

The Selectmen have recently embarked on a 
course of revoking old and unused gas licenses, No 
one has any argument with that - it is in the public 
interest, ~- 

But to revoke a gas license that is only four years 
old - and for which plans were filed with the building 
inspector last year - that’s a horse of a different 
color, 

A gas license on Main Street in Wilmington is 
worth at least $30,000 today, Wilmington Ford, only 
two years ago, sold an acre oflandand a gas license 
on Main Street for $60,000, What’s an acre of land 
worth? Deduct that, and the reader has the value, as 
of that time, of a gas license, 

But the point that makes the case really interest- 
ing to the public is a phrase in law known as ‘bad 
faith’, 

If the license is revoked, Mr Cain would have a 
good case, and if ‘bad faith’ is proved, to the satis- 
faction of a jury, not just those Selectmen who voted 
for the revocation would have to pay. They would 
pay collectively, every one, because they are a board, 
and not individuals, 

Fred Cain has demonstrated that he is interested 
in that license, he has filed plans, andthe Selectmen 
knew this, before they began their proceedings, 

And, if the Selectmen revoke, as well they might, 
and if Fred Cain sues, as well he might, and if the 
jury decides in his favor - as well they might, the 
town may well be given the spectacle of having 
Selectmen who voted for the license sharing the 
cost of damages with those who voted to revoke, 

it can be a real interesting case,

the discussion. Mr Miceli has been 
questioning the license for the past 
several weeks, 
~ Mr Altman’s opinion was that the 
selectmen could revoke a gas li- 
cense ‘for cause’ after a hearing. 

‘The ‘cause’ could be a fire haz~ 
ard, or if any permit was issued 
for a gas station between July | 
1936 and August 17, 1951, and had 
not been used for three years, 

In answer to questions by the 
Selectmen he said that a gas license 
goes with the land, and that in 1968 
he had given a written opinion that 
a gas license was not transferrable 
‘per se’, and that he had reviewed 
this opinion and still held to it, 

However, he said, in this case 
it was almost a case of ‘semantics’ 
since the transfer was made from 
a site at 580 Main Street to a site 
at 581 Main Street, both owned by 
the same man, and had been done 
with the permission and approval 
of the Board of Selectmen, 

Selectman Boylen asked {f there 
were two licenses, and Altman said 
flatly ‘no’ - the Selectmen had re- 
voked one license and issued ano- 
ther, 

It was at this point that Cainar- 
rived, and listened to the discus- 
sion, He told the Selectmen that 
he had a permit to erect a gas 
station and car wash at 581 Main 
Street, from a variance by the 
Board of Appeals, Miceli told 
Cain that no one was questioning 
his permit to put up a car wash, 
but that the building inspector had 
said that this was all the permit 
was for, 

Cain said that this could not be 
true - that the plans showed a gas 
station, and that was what he was 
going by. Mrs Drew asked Cain if 
he was going to build a gas station, 
His answer was ‘yes’, 

MacDonald asked Altman if the 
license at 581 Main Street fell un- 
der the 3 year situation, Altman 
said this was a difficult question 
to answer, he had found that the 
applicant himself considers the 
\cense to be a 1940 license, 

Boylen then said that non-use 
would be a case for revoking, but 
Altman said that the Town Clerk 
had records on the license only 
back to 1952, not 1940, 

Miceli immediately moved to 
have a hearing on the revocation, 

Cain, speaking for himself, told 
the Selectmen he had presented 
the facts to the Board of Appeals 
last year, and that the editor of

The lady who did the talk~ 
ing was Mrs Ann Linehan, a new- 
comer to Wilmington, 

Mrs Linehan told the Selectmen 
of the destruction of property by 
young people from nearby Tewks- 
bury, destruction that was ac- 
companied by some filthy habits, 
She discussed in some detail the 
vandalism, and said that the Wil- 
mington police were not patrolling, 
and then in almost the next breath 
said that the police cruisers were 
just taxis, because they took the 
kids home, 

Sterling Morris told herthat her 
case was not unique, He suggested 
flood lights, and a dog, He toldher 
that he had flood lights for his 
home and a dog. She could call 
him, or the police, or both, at the 
time that any vandalism was going 
on, I did no good to call after- 
wards, because by then the cul- 
prits were gone, Wilmington, he 
assured the lady, co-operated, in

From Woburn, too, one could go 
to Pinehurst, by a line that ran up 
Winn Street, 


The late Raymond Fenton, father 
of Wilmington’s Alan Fenton, Real- 
tor, was one of the ‘Operators’,

‘The Operator stood in front and 
operated a switch that controlled 
the electric motor, and there was 
a sign which said ‘Please do not 
speak to the Operator while the car 
is in motion,’ It made that opera- 
tor an important man, in the eyes 
of the passengers, 

Another street car operator was 
William Parker, who was called 
‘Steamboat’ because of his high 
sqeaky voice. Sometimes he was 
Conductor, and sometimes he was 
Operator = it didn’t make much 
difference, 

Woburn people called the street 
car that ran to Billerica the ‘Old 
Joy Line’ because it ran through 
the woods for part of the run - 
those woods being near where 
Sweetheart Plastics is now. They 
would take the trolley to Billerica, 
and transfer to the trolley to Pine- 
burst, and then back to Woburn, 
for a total costoftencents- which, 
incidently, was worth much more 
tian it 1s today. 

One of the cars that ran to Bill- 
erica was@tubbed ‘Old Betsey’ by 
the Wilmington residents, Ray- 
mond Fenton often ran ‘Old Betsey’ 
and qn one 9ecasion was marooned, 
by a heavy snow storm, for three 
days, in a Billerica farmhouse, 
along with another man named 
Teddy Lord, Teddy may have been 
the Operator and Raymond the Con- 
ductor, but anyway, for three days 
they were both ‘lost’ in the wilds 
of Billerica, until the tracks were 
plowed out, 

Old Betsey resembled what one 
calls today the Toonerville Trol- 
ley, from the famous cartoon of 
that name, it stopped at every 
farmhouse, between Billerica Cen- 
ter and Wilmington Square, on its

first run, every morning, to pick 
up milk - this, of course being in 
addition to the passengers, 

The passengers would be inside 
the car, and the milk from the 
farms would be loaded on the front 
and rear platforms, 

The job was more difficult than 
one would assume, for too much 
milk in front, or in the rear, would 
unbalance the car, and it would go 
off the tracks, Thus, the rule was, 
at first, one can of milk in front, 
and then one behind, As the car 
became more loaded the conductor 
could take two at a time, in front 
or in the rear, 

The milk was taken to Charles- 
town, where H P Hood & Sons or 
the Whiting Milk Company received 
it, and bottled it, i was an im- 
portant part of the revenue for 
the farmers, along the ‘Old Joy 
Line’ - a phrase that was never 
used in Wilmington, 

Those street cars did go off the 
tracks, sometimes quite frequently 
R was relatively: simple’ :to ‘get 
them back-on the tracks again’ 
there was always a crowbar in 
the car, and with a little effort 
the conductor and the motorman 
would get things running again, If 
there were a dozen men who were 
Passengers it was much easier, at 
least on some occasions, They 
Would get out of the car, get a good 
erip, and give a concerted heave, 
and Old’ Betsey would be back on the 
tracks, ready for action, 

When was the last run, for those 
street cars? The writer isn’t cer- 
tain, but it was sometime about 
1923 or 1924, The great god 
Automobile licked the rural street 
cars long before it licked the rail- 
roads of America,

The Sergeants were Pop Eyed 


Richard Jenkins, convicted of 
robbing the Elia Country Market 


sion after hearing the testimony of 
the second witness, to find Jenkins 
guilty. Jenkins had refused toplead 
guilty, 

Sentence was suspended pending 
good behaviour - a not uncommon 
way of handling first offenders in 
court, 

The real story of his arrest is 
that of the four Wilmington Police 
Sergeants who had watched the 
theft being committed, They were, 
to use a phrase ‘Pop Eyed’, 

John Elia had complained of 
hams and other foodstuffs disap- 
pearing, and the first thought was 
that perhaps some of his employees 
were responsible. After some 
thought and discussion the Chief 
of Police decided to have the store 
placed under surveillance, and the 
four Wilmington Police sergeants 
were chosen for the job. 

They were given small walkie- 
talkie radios, with a wave length 
other than that customarily used 
by the Wilmington police, in case 
the burglar was tuned in on the 
Wilmington police radio frequency.
